People and homes were washed 
into rivers and potentially 
hundreds of thousands were 
displaced as rapid floodwaters 
poured into southern Alberta 
towns, hamlets and the City of 
Calgaiy Thursday. 

At press time, emergency 
alerts remained in the com¬ 
munities of Red Deer, Canmore, 
Olcotolcs, High River, Turner 
Valley and Black Diamond. 

Damage estimates will 
likely take days to sort out, but 
many people appeared lucky 
to be alive, pulled from rush¬ 


ing waters by helicopters, boats 
and even construction and 
farm vehicles. But significant 
damage was still expected to 
come in Calgaiy with officials 
projecting water levels would 
peak sometime after midnight. 
More than 15 communities 
were expected to be hit by sig¬ 
nificant flooding in the city. 

“It appears that we’re in for 
substantial flooding, probably 
flooding like people have never 
seen in their lifetime,” said 
Bruce Burrell, director of the 
Calgaiy Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Agency. 

Elsewhere, severe damage 
had been reported in Canmore, 
where parts of homes were 
washed away as the once trick¬ 
ling Cougar Creek gushed over 
the banks Thursday morning. 

South of Calgaiy, down¬ 
town Olcotolcs filled with water, 
flooding a seniors’ complex, ho¬ 
tel and the town’s main street. 


More than 150 people were 
left stranded on their rooftops 
in High River as the Highwood 
River washed into the town, 
and militaiy personnel were 
called in to assist with evacua¬ 
tions. Damage also appeared 
significant in Bragg Creelc, Red¬ 
wood Meadows and other areas. 
Turner Valley dealt with a scare 
earlier in the day as flooding 
ruptured a sour-gas pipeline. 

Water levels in the Elbow 
River were believed to be the 
highest since the 1950s, offi¬ 
cials with Calgaiy’s water servi¬ 
ces division said. The Bow River 
would still potentially rise into 
the weekend depending on 
rain levels in the mountains. 

Images of the incredible 
damage made headlines across 
Canada and Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper issued a statement 
late Thursday.

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Haven Social Club 


Live-music joint 
to close its doors 
at the end of July 

The Haven Social Club, a 
popular live-music haunt 
in Edmonton, is shutting 
its doors at the end of July. 

After five years, the 
owner of the business says 
it’s time to move on. 

“Like most music 
venues similar to ours, 
there’s not really money 
to be made. They mostly 
just get by,” owner James 
Leder said on Thursday. 

Leder said the club’s lo¬ 
cation on Stony Plain Road 
contributed to his decision 
to stop operating. 

“The downside about 
my venue is location.... 
Edmonton is kind of really 
central, and if you’re out¬ 
side of the central area it 
really hurts your business, 
because people just don’t 
want to travel. The ETS 
system ... doesn’t go late.” 

Over the past five 
years, customers who 
walk down the club’s 
stairs have been trans¬ 
ported to a different world 
where time flies, Leder 
said. 

“Eveiyone is sad about 
it (closing),” he said. 

Customers have turned 
to the club’s Faceboolc 
page to share memories 
and lament the loss of the 
venue. 

The stage has wel¬ 
comed a variety of acts 
over the years, and Leder 
is in the process of putting 
together a lineup for a 
farewell weekend on July 
26 and 27. 

After that, he isn’t 
planning on leaving Ed¬ 
monton’s business scene 
anytime soon. He’s work¬ 
ing with two partners on a 
new concept they hope to 
open downtown.

Rodjie Madrid’s youngest child 
has grown up largely without 
his father. 

Madrid has been working 
under the temporaiy-foreign- 
worlcer program at Spruceland 
Millworks for five years, while 
his two children, ages nine and 
four, have grown up in the Phil¬ 
ippines. 

“My youngest grew up with¬ 


out me most of the time,” he 
said. 

Madrid is one of hundreds 
of foreign workers who might 
have an easier path to perma¬ 
nent residency in Canada 
thanks to a change the prov¬ 
incial government announced 
yesterday. 

The change will allow 
temporaiy foreign workers 
to nominate themselves for 
permanent residency, where 
previously only their employ¬ 
ers could nominate them. 

Deputy Premier Thomas 
Lulcaszalc said it only makes 
sense to encourage temporaiy 
foreign workers in high-de¬ 
mand occupations to stay. 

“Why send them back 
home to the Phillipines or an¬ 
other country just to replace 


them?” he said. 

The federal government 
looks to the nominee program 
but makes the ultimate deci¬ 
sion based in part on a quota 
system. 

Ben Sawatzky, CEO of 
Spruceland Millworks, said 20 
per cent of his employees are 
temporaiy foreign workers 
and he would really like to see 
more of them be able to stay. 

“You recognize these 
people’s potential for more 
senior roles, for leadership 
roles in the company, but you 
can’t allow them to go there be¬ 
cause you know you are going 
to lose them.” 

Madrid said he is excited 
to have a better opportunity 
to stay and perhaps be perma¬ 
nently reunited with his family.

Rodjie Madrid can currently 
stay until 2015. If he is not 
accepted as a permanent 
resident, he would have to 
return to the Philippines. 


• Deputy Premier Thomas 
Lukaszak said he would 
like to see the number 
of temporary workers 
accepted as permanent 
residents expanded from 
the existing 5,500 quota. 


“We are here because we 
want to provide more for our 
family, but the thing is we are 
living each day without them,” 
he said.

For more than a decade, the 
iHuman Youth Society has 
been looking for a perma¬ 
nent home to offer more con¬ 
sistent help to the hundreds 
of traumatized youth who 
rely on its services every day. 

This Christmas, the non¬ 
profit will finally get it. 

Its capital campaign, 
dubbed All In! Edmonton, has 
begun, with a handful of the 
city’s design and construc¬ 


tion firms offering to help 
transform a 22,000-square- 
foot warehouse into a safe 
home and support centre 
for more than 500 high-risk 
youth. 

“This is more than just 
a building. We’re building 
trust, we’re building hope, 
we’re building community,” 
iHuman spokesman Steven 
Csorba said on Thursday. 

The centre will feature an 
arts studio, a large kitchen/ 
dining spot and an area for 
young mothers with high- 
risk life issues. 

“The opportunity to be in 
a building that is purpose- 
built with the youth and their 
needs in mind means we’ll be 
using every conceivable inch 
of it in a very productive, au¬ 
thentic and engaging way,” 
said Catherine Broomfield, 
iHuman executive director.

risk lifestyles, Csorba said. 

The group will also be 
filming a documentary of the 
renovation process, hoping 
to widen its reach. 

“We’re wanting to extend

Homeless people and other 
vulnerable citizens now have a 
place to turn when they’re hit 
with crisis at any time and any 
place. 

REACH Edmonton and 
Homeward Trust have part¬ 
nered with the Bissell Centre 
to form the 24/7 Mobile Assist¬ 
ance Program (MAP), which 
works closely with emergency 
services to address underlying 
causes of vulnerable citizens’ 
crises. 

“Crises don’t take place 


on our timeline ... We need to 
be able to access them when 
they’re happening,” Gaiy St. 
Amand, chief programs offi¬ 
cer at Bissell Centre, said at a 
media launch on Thursday. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel be¬ 
lieves strongly in the program, 
and said arrests don’t always 
solve the crisis. 

“We can’t put people in jail 
because they happen to be on 
the street,” he said. “We need 
to be realistic with the prob¬ 
lems they face.” 


Homeward Trust CEO Su¬ 
san McGee said Edmonton is 
unique in its ability to cany out 
such a program successfully. 

“We have a histoiy in this 
community of collaboration ... 
Not eveiy community is going 
to be as successful as Edmon¬ 
ton without that histoiy,” she 
said. 

The public can access 24/7 
MAP through 211 in non-emer¬ 
gency cases and a team will be 
dispatched.

Last May, Emerson Csorba had 
a “Jerry Maguire moment.” 

The poli-sci major was at¬ 
tending a leadership panel 
with such U of A alumni as 
EEDC president Brad Fergus¬ 
on. Meanwhile, Mayor Ste¬ 
phen Mandel’s skewering of 
the provincial cuts was still 
fresh in his head. 

Suddenly three things 
clicked into place: the mayor’s 
comments about “standing 
up for Edmonton;” Ferguson’s 
views on the university’s eco¬ 
nomic impact; and the Make 
Something Edmonton move¬ 
ment that dares locals to cre¬ 
ate something from nothing. 

Csorba took the dare, jolt¬ 
ed to HUB and in two hours 
hammered out a half-propos¬ 
al, half-manifesto of the uni¬ 
versity’s place in the city. Six 
weeks later, about 250 people 
are converging to see what 
hath the 21-year-old created. 

Through Stand Up for Ed¬ 
monton, Saturday’s confer¬ 
ence at the Stanley Milner 
Libraiy with some of the best 
minds to graduate from the 
U of A, Csorba and his team 
hope locals will better under¬ 
stand the inextricable connec¬ 
tion between the university 
and our city. 

“This isn’t a protest to 
budget cuts,” he says, “they’ve 
already happened. This is a 
positive, constructive discus¬

Its impact is hard to quan¬ 
tify but one can start with 
GDP. According to a School 
of Business study, the U of A 
contributes $12.3 billion — 
or five per cent — to Alberta. 
How much of that goes to Ed¬ 
monton isn’t exact, but given 
that it’s the home base, it’s 
safe to say a lot. 

But Stand Up for Edmon¬ 
ton is more about human cap¬ 
ital — undergrads doubling 
as actors in our local theatre, 
students helping non-profits 
through community service 
learning, researchers keeping 
our drinking water clean. 

It’s a message that stu¬ 
dents in particular need to 
wake up to. 

They need to realize that 
they’re already a piece in a 
puzzle, not graduating to be¬ 
come one. 

In the pursuit of good 
grades and a healthy social 
life, it’s easy to forget that 
there’s ample opportunity for 
them to contribute outside 
the bubble. For example, look 
no further than Csorba, who’s 
already been president of 
his local community league, 
launched a non-profit for sin¬ 
gle mothers, and co-founded 


The Wanderer, an online city 
magazine from students’ per¬ 
spectives. 

And the university is not 
off the hook either, in his 
opinion. 

“I think the U of A can do 
a lot better of a job of getting 
students actively engaged as 
soon as they step on campus. 
The students can serve as a 
pipeline to the rest of Edmon¬ 
ton.” 

What I especially like 
about Stand Up for Edmonton 
is it’s not trying to play victim 
to government cuts, which 
amounted to nine per cent for 
the U of A. 

If governments don’t see 
the social and cultural import¬ 
ance of strong post-secondary, 
maybe it’s because we as a 
city sometimes don’t either. 

“We have this focus on 
universities as a means to 
jobs and we don’t focus on 
how they attribute to a strong 
quality of life.”

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Little time to react to High 
River flooding, resident says

Sheri Goodman of High River 
was on her way to work at 6:40 
a.m. Thursday, when she called 
her husband Coiy to warn him 
of rising waters. 

At that time Coiy said he fig¬ 
ured eveiything was OK, not to 
wony. By 9 a.m. he called her 
back. 

“He said, ‘uh oh, it’s going 
over the bank and it’s going 
to flood the downtown,”’ said 
Goodman. 

At 10 a.m. Corey called her 
back. “He goes, ‘We’re f—Iced,’” 
she said. 

Goodman said they immedi¬ 
ately jumped into action as the 
Highwood River was topping 
the bridges in the area. 

Boats in the golf course 
area where Goodman and her 
family live were being picked 
up and swept into the bridges 
and smashed, she said, and 
homes in her area around the 
golf course were seeing water 
gushing through fireplaces, 
windows and into the walkout 
basements. 


They towed out a fifth-wheel 
trailer, their truck and a boat, 
and Goodman drove in the 
minivan with one of her kids. 

“Me and Adam barely got 
out. We were starting to float.” 

According to RCMP spokes¬ 
person Sgt. Patricia Neely, 
around 150 people were strand¬ 
ed on rooftops on the flooded 
areas. 

“Obviously, (High River’s) 
emergency operation centre is 


in effect and they’re looking for 
volunteers to fill the sandbags 
and help with the sandbagging 
efforts,” Neely said Thursday. 

Goodman, who lived in 
High River during the devastat¬ 
ing 2005 flood, said that disas¬ 
ter pales in comparison to what 
she saw Thursday. 

“We had time to prepare for 
that flood in 2005,” Goodman 
said, noting that most people 
just sandbagged along the per¬ 


imeter of their land and waited 
it out during that event. 

She and her husband Coiy 
agreed they had no time to pre¬ 
pare. The speed of this flooding 
caught them off guard. 

“This happened in two 
hours. It is insane.” 

She’s unsure what they’ll 
go back to, or when they’ll be 
allowed back. When they left 
their home water had already 
soaked their basement floors. 


She and her family are staying 
for the time being at her par¬ 
ents place near Olcotolcs. 

Schools in High River have 
been evacuated, and Goodman 
said patients were being trans¬ 
ferred from the hospital in the 
backs of trucks. 

Communication in the area 
has been difficult. Goodman 
said cell service was out in 
many areas, and the power is 
also affected in the area. 


‘We’ll wait and see’ 


Those impacted 
by 2005 flooding 
shudderat 
thought of repeat 

It didn’t take long for 
people living along Cal- 
gaiy’s rivers to recall the 
panic and frustration of the 
city’s last major flooding 
incident in 2005. 

The summertime surge 
of water that year marked 
the first and only time the 
City of Calgaiy had declared 
a state of emergency until 
Thursday. More than 40,000 
homes were flooded and 
1,500 people evacuated. 

“It was really bad then,” 
said Pauline Hall, who was 
living in an apartment 
along the Elbow River. “We 
had to leave for 2-3 days.” 

Projections of the fallout 
from Thursday night’s 
flooding locally called for 
a far greater disaster. City 
officials warned residents 
who experienced flooding 
in 2005 to be prepared for 
even more damaging water 
flows. 

But rain was only spotty 
earlier in the day and many 
residents like Ali Reinhart, 
who fives near Hall, spent 
the morning surveying 
river levels in the Mission 
area. 

“I remember it veiy 
well,” Reinhart said. “I 
guess we’ll wait and see 
what happens.” 

Crews worked to estab¬ 
lish a berm in Mission along 
Elbow Drive; however, 
residents were still ordered 
to evacuate.

Edmonton police are 
crashing fewer cars 


New data released by Ed¬ 
monton police shows officers 
damaged or destroyed a total 
of 186 police vehicles in 2012. 

That’s the lowest number 
recorded by EPS in recent 
years and a nine per cent 
decrease from 2011, when a 
total of 205 service vehicles 
were damaged or destroyed 
and officers were warned 
about poor driving. 

“We’re very happy with 
this,” said Supt. Kevin Galvin 
on Thursday, as he went over 
the force’s collision numbers 
in his downtown office. 

The number of service 
vehicle collisions that could 
have been prevented in 2012 
rang in at 132, a six per cent 
decrease from 2011. 

Data shows the majority of 
preventable collisions in 2012 
were fender benders caused 
by backing up unsafely. 

Galvin said while officers 
tend to be hyper-vigilant dur¬ 
ing emergency situations, 
they may be less so when 
backing up in a parking lot. 

Equipment can also make 
reversing tricky, Galvin ex¬ 
plained. 

“Imagine as a police officer 
you have all your equipment 
on, your vest, you’ve got your

seatbelt on — you’re highly 
constricted,” he said. “Then 
you’ve got all the equipment 
in the car so you’ve got very 
little room to turn.” 

Galvin attributed the over¬ 
all decrease in crashes to bet¬ 
ter training and maturity of 
employees, and said the num¬ 
bers are good news for both 
the force and the community 
because it means money can 
be spent elsewhere. 

“Policing is expensive, and 
one of the expenses of poli¬ 
cing is transportation,” he

The police investigation into 
the Senate expenses scandal 
grew wider Thursday with the 
release of court documents 
that indicate the Mounties are 
now looking into a second sen¬ 
ator. 

Documents released from 
the Ottawa courthouse show 
the RCMP’s Sensitive and Inter¬ 
national Investigations unit 
has obtained property records 
for a house in Cobden, Ont., 
once owned by Sen. Mac Harb. 

Property records show Harb 
sold the house at 62 Duraclc 
Line Rd. in Cobden, about 120 
kilometres west of Ottawa, two 
years ago. 

The court documents mark 
the first acknowledgment that

the RCMP is investigating Harb.

The name “Project Amble” 
is written under the heading 
“Nature of Event” on the ex¬ 
hibit report. It’s unclear if the 
name refers only to the Harb 
investigation or to the Senate 
probe more broadly. 

Harb, a Liberal who now 


sits as an independent, is 
among the senators in trouble 
for improperly claimed living 
expenses. 

Following an external audit, 
Harb was ordered to repay 
$51,500 in housing and living 
expenses claimed over the two- 


year period of the audit. But 
the Senate has since demanded 
that he repay $231,649, cover¬ 
ing eight years. 

Harb filed a court applica¬ 
tion Monday to have the Sen¬ 
ate’s repayment order quashed.

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One-third of women worldwide 
suffer domestic violence: WHO

Report. Assault by 
an intimate partner 
found to be the most 
common kind of 
violence experienced 
by women 


About a third of women world¬ 
wide have been physically or 
sexually assaulted by a former 
or current partner, according 
to the first major review of 
violence against women. 

In a series of papers re¬ 
leased Thursday by the 
World Health Organization 
and others, experts esti¬ 
mated nearly 40 per cent 
of women killed worldwide 
were slain by an intimate 
partner. Being assaulted by 
a partner was the most com¬ 
mon kind of violence experi¬ 
enced by women. 

WHO defined physical vio¬ 


lence as being slapped, pushed, 
punched, choked or attacked 
with a weapon. Sexual violence 
was defined as being physic¬ 
ally forced to have sex, having 
sex because you were afraid 
of what your partner might 
do and being compelled to do 


something sexual that was hu¬ 
miliating or degrading. 

The report also exam¬ 
ined rates of sexual violence 
against women by someone 
other than a partner and 
found about seven per cent of 
women worldwide had previ¬ 


ously been a victim. 

In conjunction with the re¬ 
port, WHO issued guidelines 
for authorities to spot prob¬ 
lems earlier and said all health 
workers should be trained to 
recognize when women may 
be at risk and how to respond 


appropriately. 

Globally, the WHO review 
found 30 per cent of women 
are affected by domestic or 
sexual violence by a partner. 
The report was based largely 
on studies from 1983 to 2010.

Metro in Vancouver 

Two Vancouver firefighters 
have been reprimanded for 
sending a package containing 
a box of tampons and recipes 
from women’s magazines 
to the Port Coquitlam fire 
department after it hired its 
first female members in more 
than a decade. 

The package was sent a 
few weeks ago and addressed 
to a male friend of the send¬ 
ers who works in the PoCo 
department, but was inter¬ 
cepted before it got to him. 

Vancouver fire Chief John 
McKearney said the sexist 
prank was completely un¬ 
acceptable, and the pair have 
both had letters of discipline 
put in their files. 

“When it was brought to 
my attention, I did an inves¬ 
tigation, the two members 
came forward and they went 


through a disciplinary hear¬ 
ing before a panel of chief 
officers, and they were subse¬ 
quently disciplined,” McKear¬ 
ney said Thursday. 

“It was a stupid, ignorant 
prank, but they took full re¬ 
sponsibility. Both members 
are young members in our 
organization.... They didn’t 
even stop to think how this 
would affect members in 
both organizations and our 
citizens and especially our 
women firefighters.” 

He added that both cul¬ 
prits are “terrific individuals” 


out of character” for them. 

Gord Ditchburn, president 
of the union that represents 
Vancouver firefighters, agreed 
with McKearney and said the 
Port Coquitlam fire depart¬ 
ment has accepted an apology 
from those responsible. 

“These two individuals have 
been model employees over 
the years and it was an incred¬ 
ibly stupid lack of judgment, 
and they regret this,” he said. 
“We do a tremendous amount 
of work to make sure that our 
workplace is veiy respectful.” 



Conflict-of-interest case. 

Supreme Court will not 
hear appeal against Ford 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
decided Thursday it will not 
hear an appeal in a conflict-of- 
interest case involving troubled 
Toronto Mayor Rob Ford. 

The appeal sought to re¬ 
store a lower-court ruling, 
which last year found Ford in a 
conflict of interest and ordered 
him removed from office. 


The matter dates to 2010, 
when Toronto’s integrity com¬ 
missioner ruled that Ford — 
at the time a city councillor 
— had abused his position by 
using official letterhead and 
other council resources in 
fundraising letters that gen¬ 
erated $3,150 for his football 
foundation, the Canadian press

23 children taken 
from Mennonite

Pledge to resettle 
Iraqi refugees 
delayed until 2015 

Immigration Minister Jason 
Kenney says Canada’s promise 
to resettle 20,000 Iraqi refu¬ 
gees will be met by 2015 — 
two years later than originally 
planned. 

Kenney made the resettle¬ 
ment of Iraqis a focus in 2009 
and had initially set this year 


as the target date to resettle 
thousands fleeing persecution 
and violence in that country. 
But the ongoing conflict 


in Syria forced the govern¬ 
ment to close its visa office 
in Damascus in 2012, which 
dramatically slowed down the 


Iraqi program. 

Kenney says around 16,000 
Iraqis have now arrived and 
the entire group will be 
resettled by 2015. 

By 2018, they will be 
joined by some 5,000 Iranian 
and other Iraqi refugees cur¬ 
rently in Turkey. 

Focusing on targeted 
populations for resettlement 
is set to become the norm for 
Canada’s refugee program, 
which is in the midst of a 
major overhaul.

A new report says Canadian 
youth face the risk of chronic 
unemployment despite being 
more educated than ever. 

The report by CIBC says a 
lack of summer jobs and part- 
time work makes it difficult 
for youth to gain the experi¬ 
ence necessary for permanent 
positions. 

About 420,000 youth aged 
15 to 24, or nearly one in 10 
young Canadians, are nei¬ 
ther employed nor enrolled 
in school. CIBC deputy chief 


economist Benjamin Tal, the 
study’s author, says these youth 
likely do not have the skills 
necessaiy to compete in the 
labour market and could re¬ 
main chronically unemployed. 

The report suggests combin¬ 
ing education and work-related 
training to help youth find jobs 
while in school. It also says that 
the government and corporate 
Canada should be more focused 
and effective in preventing fur¬ 
ther worsening of the situation.

Scientists have collected a 
year's worth of satellite 
observationsto create a 
series of images showing the 
entire world's vegetation. 

NASA spent 12 months 
gathering data from its 
Suomi National Polar- 
orbiting Partnership satellite 
to revealthe stark contrasts 
between lush, green and dry, 
arid regions of Earth. 


NASA's Suomi NPP 
measures plant growth, 
vegetation cover and 
biomass production from 
satelliteinformation. Itis 
calculated from the visible 
and near-infrared light 
reflected by vegetation.

Brad-Pitt-helmed 
apocalyptic thriller a 
victim of dim lighting 
and lacklustre action 


Richard: Mark, I like zom¬ 
bie movies. I also like Brad 
Pitt, so I’m disappointed 
that World War Z feels a bit 
dead on its feet. It has sev¬ 
eral thrilling scenes — the 
zombie hordes crawling 
over one another to scale a 
giant wall is really cool — 
but it doesn’t even have the 
oomph of an episode of The 
Walking Dead. I know zom¬ 
bie apocalypses happen in 
dimly lit places, but the low 
light in the first hour of the 
movie makes it almost im¬ 


possible to see Brad laying 
a whooping on the undead, 
which is the whole reason 
you buy a ticket to a movie 
like this. 

Mark: Richard, low light 
means less makeup for the 
aging Mr. Pitt. But I liked this 
movie, and I’m not a fan of 
zombie flicks. The movie re¬ 
minded me of Contagion but 
with corporeal viruses that 
you could actually see. The 
gore is tasteful, which not 
everybody will like, but it 
meant I could concentrate on 
the stoiy and Pitt’s haircut. 
But you’re right about the 
low light. At times I thought 
I was watching a grad thesis 
from the Canadian Film Cen¬ 
tre. 

RC: The “aging” Mr. Pitt still 
looks better than I do on my 


best day, low light or not. My 
problem with it had more 
to do with not be able to see 
what was going on. This is a 
3D action movie that actively 
tries to not show you all three 
dimensions of a good chunk 
of the action. It builds some 
atmosphere, but anyone with 
any braaaaains would have 
turned up the lights. On the 
other hand an exciting scene 
on an airplane really shows 
what a horror it is to fly in 
economy class. 

MB: Ha! That was one of the 
good scenes, as was the en¬ 
tire Israel sequence, which 
I think was making a sly 
point about the limitations 
of a fortress-state. The long 
scene in the research facility 
felt like an exercise in taut, 
old-fashioned moviemaking, 
and the opening chase on the 


highway was harrowing and 
involving. But let’s talk about 
the real stars of the picture: 
the zombies. They moved 
fast, which I liked, and often 
as a mass, frighteningly, by 
the thousands, creating an 
indelible image of a foe that 
may not just be zombies, but 
communists. 

RC: It’s just that the movie 
doesn’t offer up any really 
great zombie one-on-one 
head splitting action a la 
The Walking Dead or great 
characters. One or the other 
would have breathed some 
life into this movie. 

MB: Outside of Pitt, none of 
the characters really stick 
out, with one exception: 
David Morse’s cameo as a 
turncoat CIA agent. Scarier 
than the zombies.

What¬ 
ever, the psyches on Mad 
Men in this, its sixth and 
penultimate season, seem 
to be unravelling as the 
season finale approaches 
(Sunday at 10 p.m. EDT on 
AMC). The male psyches, 
anyway. 

On the other hand, the 
sisters increasingly are 
doin’ it for themselves. 
Peggy Olson is stronger, 
more clear-eyed and out¬ 
spoken than ever. 

Tough, pneumatic Joan 
Harris, has truly come into 
her own in recent weeks, 
notably when she went 


rogue and landed a major 
account all by herself (a 
no-no for a woman in this 
Alpha Male shop). 

All in all, it’s been a satis¬ 
fying, illuminating season 
well served by the superb 
cast. 

This season, as usual, 
Mad Men stuck to its ellip¬ 
tical ways, rarely saying too 
much or gobsmacking the 
viewer with an OMG mo¬ 
ment. 

All the more shocking, 
then, when in a recent epi¬ 
sode — by the worst mis¬ 
chance — Don’s teenage 
daughter, Sally, caught Don 
in the sack with Sylvia. 

For a girl already alienat¬ 
ed by her parents ’ divorce, by 
her own roiling adolescence 
and perhaps by the youth 
rebellion the ’60s, this is 
traumatic. And Don knows 
it. Throughout the season, 
he seems to have hastened 
a downward slide. 

Not only has his pri¬ 
vate life been extra messy, 
he has also sabotaged his 
agency’s campaigns. 

Now, after Sally barged 
in on him, his shame is 
beyond measure. At last 
week’s fade-out, viewers 
left him in a state of sur¬ 
render: on his office couch, 
curled in a fetal position. 

Among the questions for 
the season finale: How can 
Don begin the process of re¬ 
deeming himself? And will 
he?

Jody Arais’ Dirty Little Secret is revealed 


TV movie. Convicted 
killer's story hits the 
small screen and 
surprisingly manages to 
engross and entertain 


She doesn’t boil a pet bunny. 
But Jodi Arias displays wicked 
knife technique in a new Life¬ 
time movie that could have 
just as well been titled Fatal At¬ 
traction for Cable News. 

Premiering Saturday at 
8 p.m. ET on Lifetime, Jodi 
Arias: Dirty Little Secret is a 
ripped-from-cable-news saga 
of a woman scorned who last 
month was found guilty of 
killing her former lover, mo¬ 
tivational speaker Travis Alex¬ 
ander. On June 4, 2008, Arias 
stabbed and him nearly 30 
times, slit his throat and shot 
him in the head in what pros¬ 


ecutors said was jealous rage, 
and what Arias unpersuasively 
argued was self-defence, when, 
according to her, he attacked 
her. 

But you know all that. 
Dirty Little Secret unearths 
no secrets, dirty or otherwise. 
Eveiy sordid detail, it seems, 
has been trumpeted for years 
by the media, then recycled for 
months during Arias’ trial in 
Phoenix that got blanket cover¬ 
age on TV and in particular on 
cable’s HLN, vaulting that net¬ 
work to record ratings. 

Now comes the inevitable 
made-for-TV film. Portraying 
what led up to the crime, it’s 
tucked handily between the 
May verdict for the murder 
trial and the July retrial in the 
life-or-death penalty phase. 

The big surprise: Dirty 
Little Secret is a pretty good 
film. It’s a draw-you-in, sudsy 
melodrama stocked with guilty 
pleasures: romance, sex, obses¬ 


sion, betrayal and vengeance. 

Tania Raymonde (perhaps 
best remembered as Alex Rous¬ 
seau on Lost) is swell as Jodi, 
with a remarkable likeness 
to this young woman no man 
could resist, at least not Travis 
as he fought a losing battle 
with his Mormon principles to 
feast on this forbidden fruit. 

Jesse Lee Soffer makes a 
fine Travis — glib, blandly 
wholesome and all too rent¬ 
able in his mission to have it 
both ways, relationship-wise: 
treating Jodi as a plaything 
while he nurtures a “suitable” 
wife-worthy prospect. Trouble 
arises, of course, as love-struck 
Jodi bridles at the strictly rec¬ 
reational role she plays in Tra¬ 
vis’ life. Even joining the Mor¬ 
mon church can’t earn her an 
upgrade from her booty-call 
status. 

Travis argues that he never 
promised more. When Jodi was 
gazing into his eyes, he tells 


her, “You saw lust. You saw 
weakness. But you didn’t see 
love. It was never there.” 

So, for a time, Travis thrives 
as a satisfied two-timer, while 
Jodi is increasingly desperate 
to please. “I just want to be the 
girl that he wants,” she tells a 
chum. Then she snaps. 

Dirty Little Secret charts 
a step-by-step, we-all-know- 
where-this-is-headed run-up 
to her grisly payback, a scene 
lyrically staged as a slow-mo- 
tion massacre to give the audi¬ 
ence equal doses of horror and 
dramatic catharsis after having 
witnessed Travis push her past 
the breaking point. 

Well done. It’s dandy en¬ 
tertainment and the film also 
serves as a refreshing alterna¬ 
tive for telling the tale, drama¬ 
tized for maximum titillation 
while, in its tidy, two-hour 
package, efficiently stripping 
away the wretched excess.

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Susan Lucci maid 
to make ’em laugh 
and be devious

Devious Maids. Multi¬ 
faceted actress looking 
forward to being part of 
new show that follows 
the lives of five Hispanic 
house servants 


For decades, audiences knew 
her as a dramatic — some 
may even say melodramatic 
— soap actress, but there is 
another side to Susan Lucci. 

“She is so hysterically 
funny, and I think that is 
something really new and 
interesting because I don’t 
think people have seen her 
be this funny and this free,” 
says Ana Ortiz, who stars 
with Lucci on the new Life¬ 
time series Devious Maids. 

“I used to look at people 
on film doing comedy and 
my hat goes off to them,” 
says Lucci. ‘“How do they do 
that with so many takes, so 
many bits and pieces?’ I al¬ 
ready had so much respect 
for them.” 

Premiering this Sunday, 
the series follows five His¬ 
panic maids who work for 
some of the wealthiest and 
most powerful families in 


Beverly Hills. As the season 
is unveiled, the maids show 
they can be as devilish, 
scheming and witty as their 
employers. 

Devious Maids is execu¬ 
tive produced by Eva Lon¬ 
goria and Marc Cherry — 
the man who also created 
Desperate Housewives. 

“Just the name Marc 
Cherry. ‘Marc Cherry has a 
new show? Yes, I would like 
to be a part of that.’ Then, 
when I read the script it was 
a page turner,” says Lucci, 
who plays one of the high- 
society mavens. “There are 
hilarious aspects and then 
there are intriguing things: 
the twists, the turns, the 
surprises. He does them so 
well. 

“All the characters,” says 
Lucci, “are fully realized 
characters. There is not one 
cardboard, cartoon in the 
entire group.” 

“There is funny, heart, 
drama and sex,” adds Ortiz, 
who played Hilda Suarez on 
Ugly Betty. It, like Devious 
Maids, was based on a suc¬ 
cessful Spanish-language TV 
show that aired in Latin and 
South America. “I have had 
good luck with these novel- 
las-turned-American shows. 


Controversy 


Criticism. While it hasn't 
officially aired yet, Devious 
Maids has already faced 
criticism for its portrayal of 
Hispanic women as servants, 
criticism that Eva Longoria, 
who executive produces the 
series with Marc Cherry, takes 
exception to. 

Response. “You are telling 
me their stories aren’t worth 
telling, that maids are not 
complex, that they don't 
have a life, that they don’t 
have a story to tell? They 
do,” Longoria says, who 
adds mothers who worked 
as maids have raised many 
successful Hispanic people in 
the U.S. “With the demo¬ 
graphic of the United States 
changing rapidly we should 
represent our diverse country 
on television."

Schwartz says his hand 
hasn’t totally healed, but he’s 
feeling better. 

“I tiy and bandage it. It’s 
not as bad as it was, which 
was great. There’s some 
things; my hand is still numb, 


but I’ve learned to deal with 
that and I’m not bedridden. 
Well, not yet,” he says. 

Together with longtime 
collaborator Pat Spurgeon, 
Rogue Wave are back to that 
summertime sound that has 
come to define the band’s 
catalogue. 

But look deeper and you’ll 
realize that the poppy hooks 
and inherent hopefulness 
that ease into their breezy 
melodic instrumentation 
often mask the melancholy 
of the lyrics that lurk under¬ 
neath their swooning har¬ 
monies. No strangers to bad 
luck and tragedy, besides his 
own personal health prob¬ 
lems, Rogue lost his friend 
and former bassist Evan Far¬ 
rell in complications follow¬ 
ing a house fire, and Spur¬ 
geon almost lost his life from 
kidney failure. 

“These are songs about let¬ 
ting go of the past and tiying 
to have control over things 
that you can never, ever con¬ 
trol,” says Schwartz. “You 
can’t control the fact that 
you’re going to die. Everyone 
you know is going to, and all 
you can do is just accept it 
and really live.”

Alabama Shakes 


For those impatiently an¬ 
ticipating new music from 
southern-fried blues-rock 
breakouts Alabama Shakes, 
frontwoman Brittany Howard 
has a familiar message: be pa¬ 
tient. 


“I think writing-wise 
we’ve gotten better and 
we’ve gotten more detailed 
and we’ve just gotten tighter, 
really. I think the only thing I 
want is more time,” Howard 
said in a telephone interview 


last week from her home in 
Athens, Ala. 

“I know people want an¬ 
other record. But we’d been 
playing these songs for like 
three years before people 
heard the old record, Boys & 
Girls. It’s time for us to write 
new songs and I don’t want 
to be rushed doing it, because 
we weren’t rushed before. So 
I’m gonna take my time.” 

It’s hard to blame Howard 
for wanting to duplicate what 
was obviously a winning ap¬ 
proach to the band’s head¬ 
turning debut. 

That record — an ap¬ 
pealing set of rock songs 
drenched in blues, soul and 
gospel — dropped last April, 
receiving positive reviews 
and eventually racking up 
gold sales in the U.S. and U.K. 
The band was nominated for 
three Grammy Awards at Feb- 
ruaiy’s gala, including a nod 
in the major best new artist 
category. 

While they didn’t take an 


award, they left the night 
winners after Howard put 
her mighty vocals on display 
during a tribute to the Band’s 
late singer Levon Helm. 
Though in her mid-20s, she 
has a soulful, smoky instru¬ 
ment that sounds as though 
it belongs to a wizened vet 
twice her age. On Thursday, 
the band has a sold-out show 
at Toronto’s Echo Beach, with 
concerts in Vancouver, Ed¬ 
monton and Calgaiy to follow 
in late July. 

With her load-bearing 
pipes, lively stage presence 
and unique, self-taught style 
of playing guitar, Howard is 
the unquestioned focus of the 
quartet’s live performances. 
She says she’s still adjusting 
to that spotlight. 

“Some days, yeah I’m 
comfortable, and some days 
I’m nervous,” she said with a 
chuckle. 

But having spent time 
at home recently has given 
Howard even more perspec¬ 
tive on what’s changed. 

“I didn’t really have a 
house a year ago,” she said. 
“I lived in a room a year ago. 
Now I have a house here in 
Athens. So yeah, it’s a lot dif¬ 
ferent.

Examining stereotypes

(Editor’s note: First Nations 
University of Canada in Re¬ 
gina offers a journalism 
course called Indian com¬ 
munication arts. A recent 
class had 10 Aboriginal stu¬ 
dents, six white students and 
one Bangladeshi student, 
Rafique Bhuiyan, enrolled. 
During the radio training, 
Bhuiyan was sent out with 
an Aboriginal woman to ask 
questions about stereotyping. 
Here is his personal report.) 

At First Nations University of 
Canada, in the Indian com¬ 
munication arts journalism 
course, many experienced 
professionals teach about 
journalism in the 21st cen- 
tuiy. Merelda Fiddler, a CBC 
producer and part-time pro¬ 
fessor of indigenous studies, 
asked if I would do street 
interviews for their radio 
show about stereotyping. 

The questions were: What 
do you think about people of 
another race or culture and 
what should we do to not 
stereotype? 

Hazel B., an Aboriginal, 
said, “I think we should look 
at each other as human be¬ 
ings, not by colour or race. 


I see many people who do 
have a problem with other 
people.” 

Triss W., a white woman, 
said, “I think we need to 
interact and engage with 
each other and seek to under¬ 
stand them. When we spend 
time with people and try to 
understand who they are, 
these assumptions don’t 
hold. So, probably, the best 
thing we can do is to engage 
and communicate openly.” 

Abhilash M., an Indian, 
said, “Teachers and parents 
should teach children that we 
are all the same. You should 
not judge people by colour, 


race or religion. This should 
be done from the ground 
level, at school age. Kids learn 
at that age and kids will fol¬ 
low what we say to them at 
that age.” 

Tiffany M., from Ireland, 
said, “I think we’re all the 
same. It does not matter what 
colour you are. We are all 
good people.” 

Classmate Nicole said, 
“Negative media attention 
is not helpful to positive 
social change.” She said Ab¬ 
original stories should be 
constructive and keep people 
informed. “And not only on 
National Aboriginal Day.”

Jonathan Toews didn’t think 
the Chicago Blackhawks would 
need six goals to win Game 4 
of the Stanley Cup final.

It wasn’t, but the Black¬ 
hawks managed to tie the

Winners of eight straight and 
12 of their last 15, the Toronto 
Blue Jays have done well these 
past two weeks undoing some 
of the damage wrought by their 
sluggish start to the season.

Patriots tight end 
shot man in the face 


NFL. Controversial 
week only gets 
stranger for Hernandez 


New England Patriots tight 
end Aaron Hernandez, al¬ 
ready connected to a homi¬ 
cide victim in Massachusetts, 
is being sued in South Florida 
by a man claiming Hernan¬ 
dez shot him in the face after 
they argued at a strip club. 

The lawsuit filed late Wed¬ 
nesday by 30-year-old Alexan¬ 
der Bradley comes as police 
in New England investigate 
the death of 27-year-old semi- 
pro player Odin Lloyd. Lloyd’s 
body was found in an indus¬ 
trial park near Hernandez’s 
home in North Attleborough, 
Mass. Lloyd’s family has said 
he had some connection to 



Hernandez, but would not 
elaborate. 

In his federal lawsuit 
seeking at least $100,000 in 
damages, Bradley claims he 
and Hernandez were with a 
group in Februaiy at Tootsie’s 
club in Miami when the two 


got into an argument. Later, 
as they were driving to Palm 
Beach County, Bradley claims 
Hernandez shot him with a 
handgun, causing him to lose 
his right eye. 

Bradley did not mention 
Hernandez in a Palm Beach 
County Sheriff’s Office report 
at the time. Bradley, found 
shot and bleeding on Feb. 
13 in an alley behind a John 
Deere store, insisted to inves¬ 
tigators that he did not know 
who shot him and gave only a 
vague description of possible 
assailants. 

A store employee found 
Bradley after hearing a shot 
outside, but the store’s video 
surveillance system wasn’t 
working. 

The lawsuit does not men¬ 
tion how Hernandez and 
Bradley are acquainted.
